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MONEY TO

The Farthest South (technically, also the farthest East) 
in Alaska wood. 

KETCHIKAN: This town of 14,500 is located on the 
western coast of Revillagigedo Island, which is just off 
the mainland of the souther most part of the Alaska 
Panhandle. The name, Ketchikan, is the white man’s 
version of the Tlingit name for the locations - Kitshchk- 
hin, or Katch Kanna - which roughly translates as 
“Spread wings of a Thundering Eagle.” This came from 
the eagles frequenting the location, as a salmon bearing 
creek flowed here. 

The “modern” history of Ketchikan starts about 1883 
when first a salmon saltery, then a salmon cannery were 
built. Slowly but surely people moved into the immedi¬ 
ate area, largely because of fishing, but also due to some 
mining activity and lumbering. In 1900, with the popu¬ 
lation then at 800, the Town was incorporated. 
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After that, fishing, some mining, lumbering and in 1954 
a pulp mill brought the town’s population to it’s present 
numbers. The pulp mill has recently closed down and 
both the lumber industry and mining activity have de¬ 
clined dramatically. 

Due to the steep and rugged terrain prevalent on the 
west coast of Alaska, roads here are limited in number 
and length. There are no roads to the “outside.” 

Today, Ketchikan is the first stop of hundreds of Alaska 
cruise ships. Tourism is the big industry nowadays. 
Upwards of 500,000 visitors disembark at Ketchikan to 
tour the town. Some of the town is built over the water 
on pilings, particularly the historic “Creek Stree”, with 
its restored bars and bordellos area of old Ketchikan. 

I have identified 31 different wooden tokens eminating 
from Ketchikan. I am illustrating the Centennial wood, 
which is green on wood. It features a shield with an 
eagle and salmon. The shield is in the shape of a “tinnah,” 
copper plate money of the Tlingit.

Karluk is a small village on the west coast of Kodiak 
Island. The 2000 census shows a population of 27. 
Karluk was the site of one of the largest salmon fisher¬ 
ies in the world. Canneries were established by the 
Alaska Packer’s Association, closing in the late 1930s. 
Probably used by APA employees, they may also have 
been used during World War II. It seems that 76 cents 
is a bit steep for either time period (and 13 cents Fed¬ 
eral Tax!).
